Aldermen Get Plan 
of Coach Company. |

The Chicago Motor Coach company 
submitted a communication yesterday 
to Mayor Deyer and the city council 
asking permission “to work out with 
you a complete plan of motor coach 
for Chicago, which, in 

judgment, will result immediately 
in great public advantage.” 


The preliminary proposal is general 


in character for the most part, but 
officials of the company said that they 
are ready to discuss specific plans at 
once. Accordingly Chairman Mc- 
Donough of the council local trans- 
portation committee, to which the 
letter was referred, called a meeting 
for tomorrow afternoon and invited 
the company to come in and submit its 
plan in detail. The letter proposes that 
local surface transportation in Chicago 
shall be by motor bus instead of by 
street cars. 7 
Plan Feasible, Hertz Says. 

John Hertz, chairman of the board, 
and John A. Ritchie, president of the 
Motor Coach company, represent that

“We pr giving Chicago,” starts 
the letter, ‘a complete installation of 


serving not only the people now served 
by the surfate lines, but extending the 
installation to localities at present 
without service, The motor coaches 
would be of the most modern design, 
with upper decks fully inclosed, so 
that the full seating would 
be available at all times of the yehr 
under any weather conditions. 

“ We propose. to furnish a sufficient 
number of motor coaches so that dur- 
ing the rush hours there would be 
available 290,000 seats as compared 
with 156,000 seats now provided by the 
surface lines.” 

That is an 85 per cent seine in 
seats promised. To do that the coach 
company says it would provide 4.685 
busses'and that the surface lines now 
operate 3,539 street car's. ‘ 

Seats in Rush Hours. — 

“In rush hours, because of in- 
creased schedules,” asserts the coach 
company’s letter, “ approximutely 
eight motor coach passengers out of 
every ten would have seats, compared 
with present conditions on street cars, 
where approximately four passengers 
out of every ten have seats. 

“ During nonrush hours, based upon 


car Operation, our service would fur- 
nish 40 per cent more seats than are 
now provided by the street car sys- 
tem. Express or ‘limited stop’ motor 
coach lines would be installed, fur- 
nishing quasi rapid transit service, 
thus’ saving large numbers of pas- 
sengers an appreciable amount of 
time. This type of service is needed, yet 
it cannot be rendered by any street 
transportation agency operating on 
rails.” 

“By reason of long experience and 
financial responsibility,” says the let- 
ter, “we feel qualified to undertake 
this work and therefore ask that full 
consideration be given this 
cation.”

While the navy has 309 ships in 
commission, but will be compelled to 
piace some of them in reserve by the 
cut in navy expenditures for 1928, the 
coast guard: rum fleet now numbers 
387 vessels, and is to be further in- 
creased by the completion of ships 
now building. 
While the ships of the navy are 
only from 75 to 90 per cent manned 
on account of the reduction in enlisted 
personnel forced by Coolidge economy, 
while the physical condition of the 
fleet is deteriorating for lack of funds 
for modernization and’ repair, while 
the army lacks enough soldiers to 
guard our borders, the rum fleet is 
kept in the pink of condition.

IN CIVILIZATION. 


President Calles made a statement of principles” 
and policies in reply to a question given him by 4 


‘Mexican newspaper writer. He was asked whether 


. there was truth in the American reports that 


bolshevism was at the bottom of Mexican conflict 
and that this spreading to the south endangered 
the Panama canal. He said that if that was not 
slanderous it would be ridiculous. He said that 
the object of the Mexican government was to save 
the maases of the Mexican people from misery and 
ignorance, to give them schools and a culture 
which waquld raise their civilization, to improve 
their diet and their health and their social condi- 
tions. | 

He said that he could obtain the false title of 
pacifier of his country and rebuilder of his nation 
if he would continue the work of Porfirio Diaz, 
protecting the rich, scorning the poor, shooting the 
workingmen, and squandering the resources abrcad 
while hiring papers to praise him. 

The American desire for Mexico is that which 
Galles says is his ideal. We have ceased to believe 
that the purpose which a Mexican government 
expresses in words is the purpose which it reveals 
in acts. The issue which the American gouvern- 
ment has with the Mexican government is one in- 


volving good tgith. Mexico made an agreement re- | 


garding the legal rights of American citizens in 
Mexico. It proposes, or so from diplo- 
matic statements and many acts, to break the 
agreement and disregard the rights, confiscating 
property. That is not civilization and it is not the 
road to it | 

It is natural for a government which breaks its 


{pternational agreements to find some defense for. 


\ it in the humanities and moralities. Mexican well- 


being is advanced by fair relations with the United 
States. Fair piay is its basis. The looting of 
property is not the support of civilization. but the 


destruction of it. 


Mexico has failed to make a civilization because 
ite people have not been willing to ude the re- 
straints which civilization requires. They either 
have been held in psnorance too great to under- 
stand these requirements or they have not had the 
character to abide by them. Mexico is the greatest , 


- failure on the North American continent and it has 


the longest history. Posribly if the United States 


found most of its population still] composed of 


Mohawks, Senecas, Creeks, Seminoles, Miamis, 
Shawnees, Sioux, Flatheads, Pueblos, Comanches, 
and Apaches, in their original state, we might 
not be so much better off. The fact that Mexico 
still has such a composition is part of the answer. 
but it cAnnot be blown away by words. | 

The failure of a modern civilized structure to 


arise in Mexico is apparent all over the land. It 


agjoins the United States, and its disorders, under 
government and ant government, are continual 
irritation. 

There are people | 
lieve, that America’s attitude toward Mexico is 
rapacious. The contrary is true. American gov- 
ernments have been disinclined even to protect the 
lives of American citizens. Under President Wil- 
son, Secretary Bryan advised Americans in Mexico 
to get out of the country if they did not like what 
was happening to them and, although Mr. Wilson 
expressed the highest idealism and humanitarian- 
ism in his Mexico statements, it was under him 
that the United States had the nearest approach to 
@ Second war with Mexico, and did actually shell 
and capture Vera Cruz and also invade from the 
north. 

American governments have been patient or 
futile with Mexico. The patience has been con- 
strued in Mexico as timidity and the futility as 
something worse. Even when the United States 
seemed provoked eneugh to act decisively the ex- 
peditions have had so many strings tied to them 
that they entangled themselves. There hasn't been 
any imperialism in the conduct of the United 
States. There has been bewilderment, weakness, 
some bluster followed by backdown, and this coun- 
try has generally submitted to what was done to 
it on the otber side of the border. 

In cansegeence Mexican governments do not 
Sink m necessary to play square. It is not an 
interminabie situation, although it seems to nave 
many of the elements of one. It is not in the book 
tat so low an order of society should remain on 
the North American continent.

GASOLINE TAXES.. 
President Cermak of the county ‘board is op- 
posed to a proposal of Gov. Small to impose a 


state’a road program. Cook couaty, Mr. Cermak 
points out, is now paying for 35 per cent of the 
roads in the state but has received only 3 per cent 
of them and, under the new program, Cook county 
is to get only 5 per cent of ‘te construction 
throughout the state. 

Mr. Cermak is right. 
ought to and does help pay for state Fonds outside 
| the county Mmits. Chicagoans get ‘some of the 
| benefits and ought to pay some of the cost. That 
is true even of taxicab riders who never get on a 
state road. If Chicago didn’t pay its share the 
roads could not be built at all through some of the 
more sparsely settled counties. Opposition in Cook 
county te the gasoline tax is not based upon the 
theory that the taxpayers of each county should 
pay only for their own roads. The tion 
comes rather from the fact that Cook county is 
already the stepchild of ‘the state, and if the gaso- 
line tax is exacted the injustice will become 
even more glaring. 

No one, we believe, can deny that the greatest 
need for new roads in Illinois is in the Chicago 
region. Here the roads are most in use and ‘most 
congested. Cook county sought for relief from 
the state, obtained little and finally had to dig 
into its own pocket for $15,000,000 for road build- 
ing. The county bond issue was approved by the 
voters last month. Cook county ought not ap- 
prove any increase in its contribution to the state 
road fund until confidence can be placed in the 
fairness of the administration at Springfield. Our 
needs ought not to be given the least consideration.

The Rev, Dr. Timothy Stone’s remarks at a 
meeting of the Association of Commerce suggest 
some interesting speculation. In an appeal for 
thoughtfulness in our hurried age, he said: ‘It 
is not that the ordinary man may not know} 
enough; he perhaps knows and sees too much. 
He knows an immense amount without having | 
thought anything through. The quiet hour is 
almost unknown to him.” 

We suspect there is a good deal in the doc- 
tor’s remark, but perhaps not as much as might 
seem plausible. Most of our thinking is directed 
at practical ends and probably is as thorough as 
ever. On the other hand, we doubt that thinking 
for ‘thought’s sake, thinking on general non- 
practical topics, has ever been much indulged in 


ment of the elderly man who, when asked how 
he spent his time, said: “I sit and think, and 
sometimes I just sit,” and for most people “just 
sitting ’’ is likely to have the better of it. In 
our day with universal newspapers, cheap books, 
radios, victrolas, and a considerable paraphernalia 
ef devices for entertainment, to say nothing of 
the automobile and the golf links, there is much 
more to do with our leisure than formerly. Doubt- 
less these temptations reduce a little the time one 
might otherwise give to thought or thoughtful 
| reading, as distinguished from pastime reading. 
But we wonder if it really reduces the amount 
of such thinking very much. Few people medi- 
tate. Few people ever did. They were more 
likely to just sit. It is less trouble. Thought. 
takes energy and is likely to be disturbing. It 
is not always comforting or pleasurable. 

So perhaps people in the main think about as 
much as ever. There are some who do less than 
they would have in a world less preoccupying in 
its objective activities. Perhaps we are more 
superficial and our minds clogged with half con- 
sidered. facts. The increase of: the mechanical 
means of existence may have cut down even 
purposive or practical thinking, but we suspect 
the habit of thinking for its own sake or of medi- 
tating or ruminating is not a very natural one 
and never was characteristic of more than a very 
small minority of any generation. Its value, we 
agree with Dr. Stone, is very great to the indi- 
vidual and to society,

HEAVEN FOR ANTIS IS 


PERSECUTION. 
HE antis are sometimes accused 
of being actuated by figancia] in- 
terests. The statement is made 
that they make their living from 
disease and they would be financial los- 
ers should disease be prevented. 

While smalipox is rarely a source of 
any great revenue to practitioners of 
one sort or another, the antis oppose all 
specific methods of prevention against 
any disease and some of those that in 
effect they try to perpetuate are revenue 
producers. 

There is little evidence to support the 
view. The anti mind is not of the type 
that is commonly called the capitalis- 
tic mind. It is not natura! for them to 
think in terms of financial gain. 

They are sometimes accused of being 
actuated by a desire for another kind 
of gain. Most of them are adherents of 
at least one cult and some are apostles 
of more than.one. The shrewd people 
attached to some cults recognize that 
persecution is an asset for a cult. In 
fact, persecution, or the appearance of 
persecution, is a necessary experience 
for a cult. Some cultists invite perse- 
cution in order to capitalize on it. Oth- 
ers who do not succeed in being perse- 
cuted invent tales of persecution or hyp- 
notize themselves into belief in perse- 
cution as a necessary experience required 
by the good of the cause. A desire 
for persecution amounting to a mania 
and claims of persecution, amounting to 
delusion are frequently encountered 
among antis. Some deliberately assume’ 
persecution as a pose for the purposes 
of promoting the cause. 

While this is true, the proportion of 
those who assume such attitudes for 
purposes of gain or advantage is not 
large. In fact, one quality of the anti 
mind is a genius for getting on and stay+ 
ing on the losing side. This quality does 
not fit in with the kind of shrewdness 
which uses siiuations for personal gain 
or advantage.
